I think some knobs (with spring clamps, not setscrews) fall off. I've 
seen at least one lonesome knob lying on the asphalt in the parking 
lot after an antique radio show. Some may also lose their aluminum or 
brass dress inserts when the glue fails. (Happens to a lot of 
boatanchor audio gear.) 


Others, someone "improves" the gear by using better knobs. For 
instance, my Knight Star Roamer had nicer knobs on tuning, bandspread 
and antenna tuning for a while when I was actively using it. It did 
make it a bit easier to use. However, now that it is in storage, it 
has the right knobs on it. (Not that that all-american-five turkey 
will ever be a great collectible.

I have been attempting to remove the main tuning dial of an HRO-5. Thanks 
to a tip in the AWA Old Timer's Bulletin, I have been able to remove the 
plastic knob (tune dial to "250" and remove screws from the back with a 
long flat blade screwdriver). This makes the remaining parts much easier 
to see and grip, but they still refuse to yield. 


The dial is not frozen on the shaft: there is some angular play between 
the shaft and the dial. I suspect the set screws have bitten into the 
shaft and created a ridge of metal that needs to be overcome. I am 
reluctant to pull too hard on the dial for fear of damaging the worm 
drive. 


Unless someone knows of another trick to solve this problem, I'll probably 
kludge together a custom "gear puller" for the task.

I had to do this 

with two HRO-7's. As I recall I had to remove to top of 

the worm drive assembly and (now my memory gets 

fuzzy) immobilize the worm. Vice grips come to mind 

but where; on the worm or the shaft I can't recall. Then 

I just had to man handle the knob, scoring the shaft all 


the way as the burr dug into the metal. Once off it was 
a simple matter to clean up the shaft with a file followed 
by crocus (sic) cloth. I wish I could remember more about 


how I locked the shaft in place, but you can probably 


figure out a way. Good luck.
